The meeting will 
highlight the possibility 
of local housing devel¬ 
opments. Two fields on 
opposite sides of Sandy 
Lane were identified in 
the LDP as suitable sites. 

Mr Andrew Loyns, 
one of the organisers, 
emphasised that 
although the LDP was 
being revisited by a 
newly-elected council, 
people should not be 
apathetic. 

He said; “Unless we 
organise as a village, 
under the new LDP we 
could face an even 
greater expansion. 

“The response we 
have had on the doorstep 
in the lead-up to the 
meeting has been very 
positive - and from all 
parts of the village. 

“Many people have 
said they will be coming 
to the meeting. They had 
seen the article in The 
GEM last week, which 
was very helpful.” 

Mr Loyns explained 
the purpose of the meet¬ 
ing was to see whether 
there was an appetite 
among local people to 
get a full understanding 
of what the LDP could 
mean for the future of 
the village. 

During the consulta¬ 
tion on the original LDP, 
a number of individuals 
responded, as did a 
group in Badgers Brook 
Close - but this would 
be an opportunity for 
people to act as a com¬ 
munity, Mr Loyns 
emphasised. 

Organisers hope to 
give an update on the 
issues raised at the 
meeting to villagers in 
due course. 


The anti-fracking 
campaigners lose 
fight after planning 
inspector’s ruling 


EXPLORATORY 
drilling for shale 
gas will go ahead in 
the Vale - after a 
Welsh Government 
inspector ruled in 
favour of the 
Bridgend-based 
company, Coastal 
Oil and Gas. 

The company’s appli¬ 
cation to conduct a test 
drill at Llandow had 
been turned down by 
councillors on the Vale 
Council planning com¬ 
mittee. 

It has been reported 
that, as Coastal Oil and 
Gas was awarded costs, 
fighting the application 
has cost the Vale Council 
tens of thousands of 
pounds. 

Coastal Oil and Gas 
has conducted a number 
of test drilling operations 
in south Wales already. 
The application at 
Llandow was the only 
one that was turned 
down. 

Campaigners, includ¬ 
ing Vale AM Jane Hutt 
and Vale MP Alun 
Cairns, opposed the plan 
because they argued that 
the test results could 
reveal that shale gas 
might be extracted 


through the controversial 
process of hydraulic 
fracturing - or ‘fracking’ 
as it has come to be 
known. 

It was made clear that, 
in the event of Coastal 
Oil and Gas wanting to 
extract shale gas - by 
fracking or any other 
means - the company 
would have to submit a 
new planning applica¬ 
tion. 

The Plaid Cymru 
spokesperson for the 
Vale, Dr Ian Johnson, 
said that he was highly 
disappointed by the 
Planning Inspectorate’s 
decision. 

He said: “There is a 
clear democratic deficit 
between the wishes of 
the local public and 
councillors, and what is 
agreed by the unelected 
planning inspectorate. 

“We should be invest¬ 
ing in the use of green 
and renewable energy 
resources, such as that 
available in the Severn 
estuary. 

“Sadly, the govern¬ 
ment at Westminster are 
now promoting fracking 
and the government in 
Cardiff have sat on their 
hands throughout this 
whole episode, instead of 
taking a lead.”

In recent months, 
companies seeking to 
extract shale gas by 
fracking from areas all 
around the UK have 


emphasised the financial 
benefits. 

It has been argued that 
the gas could cut fuel 
bills, which have risen 
steadily in recent years. 

Arguments have con¬ 
tinued to rage, with anti¬ 


fracking groups claiming 
that the companies are 
over-stating the amount 
of shale gas reserves in 
the UK.

Parade climbdown 


A t the end of 
the Second 
World War, 
a ‘Victory Parade’ 
for servicemen was 
organised by the 
council in Barry, 
sponsored by the 
Mayor. 

Objections were 
received from a number 
of councillors because 
Merchant seamen were 
going to be included in 
the parade. 

These councillors stat¬ 
ed that the Merchant 
Navy was not entitled to 
march, as the parade was 
for personnel from the 
three services. Royal 
Navy, Army and Royal 
Air Force only. 

A greater insult to the 
people of Barry could 
not have been made, 
most families having lost 
a member, a relation, or 


a near neighbour at sea 
during the war. 

These men, some as 
young as 15, and others 
as old as 68, were 
unsung heroes, and only 
through their efforts and 
sacrifice was Britain fed 
and armed, to enable it 
to keep fighting. 

Most Barry service¬ 
men had relatives or 
friends who had served 
in the Merchant Navy, 
and refused to march 
unless the Merchant 
Navy were included. 

It was a situation rem¬ 
iniscent of the Luton 
Riots, and if the parade 
went ahead without 
these men, the same 
action might take place. 

The council backed 
down, quickly took 
another vote, and includ¬ 
ed the Merchant Navy in 
the parade.

Wartime Weekend a 
success - but what next? 


1 WOULD like to reply, on behalf of 
the organisers of the Wartime 
Weekend, to Mr Simpson’s recent let¬ 
ter, referring to the stories of Barry’s 
Merchant seamen during the Second 
World War. 

Mr Simpson is correct, insomuch as the story of 
the suffering of these men and boys should be told, 
along with those of their families left behind. 

However, the Wartime Weekend sought to 
remind people of that aspect of their history for 
which there was no memorial; the fact that thou¬ 
sands of US Servicemen were stationed in and 
around Barry during the Second World War. 

These were not only support troops - there were 
combat troops who never returned from the 
European battlefields. 

For example, the 28th Infantry Division, which 
was decimated during the Battle of the Hurtgen 
Forrest, left south Wales in March/April for the 
Swindon area, and there were approximately 5,000 
combat soldiers camped at Brynhill and Wenvoe 
between May 16 and June 2, 1944. 

The Merchant Navy Association (Wales) Barry 
branch played an active part in the Wartime 
Weekend. Their standard was carried at the Friday 
parade, and many veterans were guests of honour at 
the 1940s evening, held on-site on the Saturday. 

Despite torrential rain on the Saturday, an esti¬ 
mated 2,000 visitors came to see the event and the 
exhibitions on display at Barry Island Railway 
Station. This rose to an estimated 8,000 when the 
sun came out on the Sunday. 

The event website attracted over 1,600 visits 
from 125 countries, and 176 UK cities in the last 
month; firmly placing Barry on the all-weather 
tourist map for this one weekend. 

As positive feedback about the event continues 
to pour in from many sources, one thing is certain; 
the weekend proved the all-weather attraction value 
of Heritage Tourism to Barry; but what next? 

The event was not only a success for the many 
thousands of visitors who came to Barry from all 
over the UK, but for Barry’s own heritage and 
youth groups, of which many were involved in the 
planning and delivery of the weekend. 

As thousands of new homes are built in the 
town, providing Section 106 money paid to the 
council by the developers, (and the one per cent 
that needs to be allotted to the arts), it would seem 
that the time is right to drive forward Barry’s Arts 
and Heritage Centre, as part of the town’s regenera¬ 
tion. 

We also have a new and fresh, forward-thinking

council and a new Barry Regeneration team. 

The feasibility study commissioned by the coun¬ 
cil last year came up with several workable propos¬ 
als, and the proposal submitted to the Barry 
Regeneration Board this time last year by the Vale 
Heritage Centre Coalition was designed to work 
with any donated building; providing a ‘Hub and 
Spoke’ strategy designed to spread the benefit of an 
Arts and Heritage Centre across the Vale. 

‘Wartime Weekend’ proved that Barry heritage 
and arts groups can (and do) work together. 

What is needed now is for the council and the 
Welsh Government’s Barry Regeneration Board to 
do the same, and help these volunteer groups by 
formulating a combined events plan which supports 
events that attract people to the town throughout 
the year, while driving forwards the sourcing of a 
suitable facility for the centre. 

This could be as simple as ‘gifting’ a building or 
part of a building to the groups. 

Perhaps then we’ll have a fitting tribute to 
Barry’s Merchant Navy story, along with all the 
other aspects of the Vale’s unique heritage. 

One only has to look at the Valleys town of 
Blaenavon to see the benefit that such a facility 
could bring to the regeneration of Barry.

THE July meeting 
of Ystradowen WI

Midori is Japanese, 
and spoke to us about 
Japanese customs. She 
was born in Osaka in the 
southern part of Japan, 
and was wearing the tra¬ 
ditional Kimono made of 
black silk with a white 
sash (obi) around the 
waist. On her feet she 
wore traditional sandals 
and white socks. In the 
summer, the Japanese 
ladies will wear a 
Kimono made of fabric 
with a colourful floral 
pattern. 

Eirst she greeted us 
with a gracious bow 
with her hands folded in 
front of her. When greet¬ 
ing high ranking people 
it is correct to give a 
deeper bow. However, 
when greeting close 
friends or family it is 
acceptable to merely nod 
your head. 

Japan, much like the 
United Kingdom, enjoys 
four seasons, and we 
were shown beautiful 
photographs depicting 
each season. 

The Japanese houses 
are very different to our 
own. It is traditional to 
remove your shoes when 
entering. There is very 
little furniture, and in the 
daytime the main area is 
used as a living room, 
but at night time it is 
converted to a bedroom. 
Everybody sleeps on the 
floor. 

Children start primary 
school when they are six 
years old. At the end of 
the day, the children 
clean the classroom and 
even the toilets. 

There are many festi¬ 
val days each year. In 
March, they celebrate a 
girls’ festival. Dolls and 
peach blossom are dis¬ 
played to wish their 
daughters good luck. 

A boys’ festival takes 
place in May and flags 
bearing pictures of Koi 
Carp are displayed to 
wish their sons good 
health and strength. 

The Japanese bride 
wears three different 
gowns on her wedding 
day, starting with a white 


dress and headdress and 
later changing into beau¬ 
tiful colourful kimonos 
and sashes. 

Midori showed us pic¬ 
tures of Japanese food. 
Some members are 
unsure of eating sushi, in 
which case we can 
choose Tempura, with 
lovely light batter, which 
is used to dip fish and 
vegetables and is then 
deep fried. 

We were shown 
examples of the very 
complex Japanese alpha¬ 
bet. There are in fact 
three different styles of 
writing in their lan¬ 
guage. 

To conclude her fasci¬ 
nating talk, Midori pre¬ 
sented us all with a 
“tsuru”, which is a sam¬ 
ple of the art of origami. 
It is a cleverly-folded 
paper in the shape of a 
bird. 

We were shown a 
wonderful banner made 
up of 20 strips, each 
containing 50 perfect 
tsurus, which is used at 
weddings to symbolise 
long life and happiness.

Tributes paid to Professor Dafydd Stephens 


Patriot whose work 
enhanced worldwide 
reputation of Welsh 
Hearing Institute 


ON July 2, 
Professor Dafydd 
Stephens passed 
away on the eve of 
his 70th birthday, 
after a weekend 
with his children 
and older grand¬ 
children. 

Professor Stephens 
was well known locally 
and internationally for 
both his work in audio- 
logical medicine and his 
active work in the local 
branch of Plaid Cymru. 

Vale Plaid member, 
Wynford Beilin, con¬ 
tacted The GEM to pay 
his respects to a remark¬ 
able man. 

He said: “In 1986, 
Professor Dafydd 
Stephens came to direct 
the newly established 
Welsh Hearing 
Institute/Athrofa Clyw 
Cymru at the University 
Hospital of Wales, 
Cardiff. The family set¬ 
tled in Llanmaes and 
quickly became an inte¬ 
gral part of the commu¬ 
nity. 

“Dafydd already had 
an international reputa¬ 
tion in audiological 
medicine and had devel¬ 
oped enablement and 
rehabilitation services 
for the previous 10 
years in London. At the 
same time, his reputa¬ 
tion for basic hearing 
research was just as 
impressive. This brought 
him many honours and 
invitations to universi¬ 
ties and institutes all 
over the world. 

“Nevertheless, 

Dafydd was renowned 
for his patient-centred 
approach and was just 
as community-oriented 
as Janig, his wife, and 
the three children 
(Morwena, Erwan and 
Rhiannon). 

“Dafydd served for 
25 years on the commu¬ 
nity council, and was 
chairman for four peri¬ 
ods in that time. 

“Since his student 


days he had been an 
active member of Plaid 
Cymru and, in the Vale, 
chaired the Cowbridge 
and Llantwit Major 
branch. 

“He was a stalwart 
campaigner for many 
progressive causes - 
most recently in the 
campaign against turn¬ 
ing St Athan into a 
defence academy, and 
against exploration that 
could lead to fracking 
in the Vale. ” 

Other Plaid Cymru 
members were keen to 
express their respect for 
Professor Stephens, 
with the party’s 
spokesman for the Vale, 
Dr Ian Johnson, adding 
his tribute. 

He told The GEM: 
“Dafydd was a remark¬ 
able man who was high¬ 
ly principled and well 
informed in his opposi¬ 
tion to unacceptable 
environmental and mili¬ 
tary challenges to the 
community’s way of life 
in the Vale. 

“Debating with 
Dafydd, in public and 
private, was always a 
pleasure, because he 
was willing to challenge 
the status quo or the 
mainstream viewpoint 
and offer alternatives 
that could lead to a fair¬ 
er and better world, 
thanks to his pragmatic 
idealism. 

“My thoughts are 
with his family and 
friends at this difficult 
time.” 

Dinas Powys council¬ 
lor, Chris Pranks, 
added: “Dafydd was a 
man of great integrity 
and totally committed to 
public service in Wales. 
This included his pro¬ 
fessional duties and 
work on behalf of Plaid 
Cymru. 

“He was never afraid 
to speak his mind about 
the official policies of 
Plaid and was always 
loyal to the interests of 
Wales. He always spoke

500-mile 


charity walk 
for Ty Hafan

A LOCAL woman 
has completed a 
mammoth charity 
walk in aid of Ty 
Hafan. 

Dawn Cole set herself 
the challenge of tackling 
the ‘pilgrim walk’ from 
southern France to 
Santiago de Compostella 
in northern Spain. 

It involved walking a 
total of 780km, at a time 
of year when tempera¬ 
tures in Spain were ris¬ 
ing past 30 degrees 
Celsius. 

In the final stages of 
the walk, when Dawn 
was just 40kms from 
Santiago de 

Compostella, she told 
The GEM: “My walk 
has taken me through 
several regions. The first 
was Navarra, where I 
started in St Pied de Port 
in southern France, 
which took me over the 
Pyrenees and into Spain. 

“The walk over the 
Pyrenees was very spe¬ 
cial, the first part being 
extremely steep, but the 


rest was amazing. 

“Walking above the 
clouds was out of this 
world! At a coffee stop 
there I discovered I was 
the first Welsh person 
going over this year. 

“Next was La Rioja 
region, famous for its 
wine, where the walks 
took me through vine¬ 
yards and in this region I 
managed to cover 30km 
in a day - from Logrono 
to Najera. 

“The next region was 
Castilla y Leon. The first 
few days were a variety 
of climbs and lovely 
countryside, but from 
Burgos-Leon, this part is 
called the Meseta (table) 
and is quite flat.” 

Dawn said that 
because of the heat, she 
made an early start each 
day and tried to reach 
her destination by noon, 
as there is little shade to 
be found. 

She continued: “I 
have now been in 
Galicia for six days. It’s 
great walking here for

me, as it’s so much like 
Wales.” 

She reflected: “The 
walk has been an amaz¬ 
ing experience, but a bit 
of a blur right now, as 
you walk, sleep, wash 
clothes,, eat, then sleep 
again before rising 
around 5.30am and 
doing it all over again. 

“The majority of the 
paths have been quite 
difficult and very peb¬ 
bly, and the mountains 
were very challenging. 

“However, walking 
through the beautiful 
medieval hamlets, and a 
countryside filled with 
poppies, butterflies and 
the green fields and 
trees, framed against a 
turquoise sky, has been 
sublime.” 

She added: “To step 
outside our stressful 
lives and be free, walk¬ 
ing in nature for a while, 
helps to bring life into 
perspective, as we con¬ 
nect with the bigger pic¬ 
ture and realise how silly 
we are to become con¬ 
cerned over petty 
things.”

at Penarth Yacht 
Club to celebrate a 
number of awards 
that several mem¬ 
bers of the seago¬ 
ing crew and shore 
team had earned 
over the past year. 

First to receive their 
awards - RNLI thanks 
inscribed on vellum - 
were lifeboat helms 
Jason Dunlop and Aran 
Fitter,. They were 
recognised for their 
“superb seamanship”, as 
they led a daring rescue 
in which they boarded a 
stricken yacht in force 
seven gales and sailed it 
safely to shore. 

Also on this call-out 
and honoured for their 
bravery were Penarth 
lifeboat crew members 
Jen Payne and Karl 
Lawrence, who were 
awarded vellum service 
certificates. 

Barry Dock lifeboat 
crew volunteers were 
also recognised for their 
part in the courageous 
rescue, with Martin 


Bowmer receiving a let¬ 
ter of appreciation and 
Coxswain Hugh Davies 
and crew members 
Joshua Brown, Russ 
Carter, Marc Gibbons 
and Chris Osborne 
receiving a collective 
letter of appreciation. 

The incident hap¬ 
pened in May 2011, and 
in March this year, all 
those involved in the 
rescue received their 
awards. 

However, this was 
the Penarth and Barry 
crew‘s first opportunity 
to get together with 
family and fellow 
lifeboat volunteers to 
celebrate the achieve¬ 
ment, with the ‘thanks 
on vellum’ bravery 
award being presented 
only twice in Wales and 
the west of England in 
over 10 years.

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Ramblers pine for lost 
meadows of White Farm 


MORE by luck 
than judgement, 
the rainfall which 
has been never 
ending stopped for 
one day and 
allowed nine walk¬ 
ers from the 
Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
to meet Joy on 
Colcot Road for 
the recent evening 
walk. 

Making their way to 
the Buttrills Field, the 
group passed the con¬ 
troversial pathway that 
is being constructed as a 
cycle and footway to 
Barry Comprehensive 
School and further 
along ducked under the 
cones and tape to enter 
The Pastures. 

An old metal gate led 
into fields where the 
extremely muddy and 
slippery paths caused a 
problem on their way to 
Merthyr Dyfan. 

Campaigners for the 


past 20 years or so have 
finally lost their fight 
against the proposed 
housing development 
near White Farm and 
when building gets 
under way these lovely 
meadows will be lost 
forever. 

The group passed the 
stone church at Merthyr 
Dyfan, situated in a din¬ 
gle, said to be built on a 
very old Christian site 
and dedicated to St 
Dyfan (later partnered 
with St Teilo). 

The present church 
was built by the 
Normans in the 13th 
century, restored in the 
Victorian era and refur¬ 
bished again in 1970 
when the original altar 
stone was found in a 
nearby well and placed 
back inside. 

Crossing Port Road, 
near where Stumpy 
Lodge once stood, a 
metal kissing gate led 
into a grassy meadow 
and they descended to 
cross a wooden foot¬ 


bridge before climbing 
through more long grass 
and a further descent to 
the road opposite 
Goldsland Farm. 

They journeyed by 
road to New Wallace 
Farm and just beyond, a 
very deep puddle by a 
gate on the track pre¬ 
vented them from going 
further, at least without 
wellies! 

Access to the stile in 
the hedge was com¬ 
pletely blocked by a 
fallen tree, so the route 
had to be altered, and 
retracing their steps 
they crossed a stile and, 
descending, made their 
way through a rather 
sparse field of wheat to 
an overgrown foot¬ 
bridge that led them 
across the Nant Brynhill 
stream. 

Usually by this time 
of year grass has been 
cut for hay, but because 
of the incessant rainfall 
grass is still growing at 
an alarming rate. 

The planned stroll 
was fast turning into an 
extensive workout as 
the group had to wade 
through two fields of 
thigh high grass, and 
just above Little 
Brynhill Farm made 
their way through a jun¬ 
gle of foliage to finally 
emerge onto the track 
leading to the Brynhill 
Golf Club. 

With legs beginning 
to tire, the group 


tramped uphill to re¬ 
cross Port Road and 
make their way back to 
Colcot Road after what 
had certainly been an 
adventure!

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Spider-Man 
reboot certainly 
is amazing! 


T en years 
ago, 

Spiderman 
was released, caus¬ 
ing a box office 
frenzy and reaf¬ 
firming the public’s 
love for a costumed 
superhero. 

Spanning two sequels 
(the second film being 
up there with X-Men 2 
and The Dark Knighi as 
a quintessential super¬ 
hero film), the series 
was going strongly, but 
Sony’s decision to 
reboot the character 
meant that that version 
of old Spidey was no 
more. 

Under the direction 
of Marc Webb, The 
Amazing Spider-Man 
(note the use of ‘amaz¬ 
ing’ and the hyphen) 
swings into cinemas, 
starring Andrew 
Garfield as the titular 
character and his alter- 
ego Peter Parker. When 
Peter discovers a clue 
that may explain why 
his parents left him as a 
small child, it brings 
him into conflict with 
Dr Curt Connors (Rhys 
Ifans) who undergoes a 
change of his own, 
while the love of Gwen 
Stacy (Emma Stone) 
complicates things even 
more for the teenaged 
web-slinger... 

In the ten years since 
SPIDERMAN mark I 
stormed cinemas, the 
super-hero genre has 
undergone something of 
a revolution; Chris 
Nolan has taken the 
geme into darker, more 
visceral territory with 
the Batman franchise, 
while Marvel Studios 
have turned the likes of 
Iron Man into cash 
cows that show no sign 
of drying up any time 
soon. 

The arrival of The 
Amazing Spider-Man, in 
a summer in which 
Nolan’s Dark Knight 
will rise, and The 
Avengers have blown 
away box-office 
records, has been some¬ 
thing of a low-key one, 
with Marc Webb’s cine¬ 
matic revision in the 
shadows of other comic 
book characters. 

However, the film 
itself is a huge success, 
marrying real-life sensi¬ 
bilities with comic-book 
spectacle to create a 
hugely entertaining film 
that sets up the fran¬ 
chise incredibly well. 

The man behind the 
mask is a key ingredient 
to this, Andrew Garfield 
taking the character 
back to its comic-book 
incarnation, this version 
of Peter Parker ‘coolly 
nerdy’ yet with no small 
degree of confidence. 

The British actor has 
shown he can deliver in 
serious fare, yet takes to 
the blockbuster lark

with ease, his charis¬ 
matic and likeable turn 
making Parker feel real 
and genuine, carrying 
the film with no small 
degree of panache. 

In the love interest 
role, the character of 
Gwen Stacy has always 
been more interesting 
than Mary-Jane, and 
casting an actress the 
calibre of Emma Stone 
just ramps that up even 
more. 

Stone shares a won¬ 
derful chemistry with 
Garfield, equally as 
sassy and warm as 
Garfield’s turn. The 
actress never feels like a 
damsel in distress and 
seems more than capa¬ 
ble of holding her own. 

Rhys Ifan’s turn as 
Dr Connors is similarly 
well-judged, the charac¬ 
ter a good man driven to 
do bad things to fit his 
ideal of doing the right 
thing, and Ifans delivers 
a strong turn before the 
usual computer graphics 
take over in the second 
half of the film. 

With sterling support 
from the likes of Dennis 
Leary, Martin Sheen 
and Sally Eield, the film 


certainly doesn’t fall 
short on acting quality, 
with the script giving 
the cast some pleasing 
heavy lifting to do in 
between the set-pieces. 

While the story does 
suffer from a few glitch¬ 
es, the plot feeling a lit¬ 
tle too familiar and 
over-cooked in places, 
its emphasis on the 
characters does pay div¬ 
idends, in particular 
with Peter Parker and 
Gwen Stacy; the rela¬ 
tionships are well-con¬ 
ceived and delivered. 

Director Marc Webb, 
whose background as a 
music video director 
should make him a visu¬ 
ally flashy hack, 
showed with the cute 
and painfully real 500 
Days Of Summer he is 
more than capable of 
marshalling a story, and 
he delivers a solid, 
good-looking film that 
doesn’t quite reach epic 
scales, but delivers the 
goods. 

Neat tricks like a 
first-person camera as 
Spider-Man flies 
between buildings make 
full use of the 3D, while 
the film achieves a real¬ 
istic comic book style 
without being too 
quirky, the film looking 
good but lacking any 
real standout moments. 

As the first baby 
steps in a new franchise. 
The Amazing Spider- 
Man is a very good out¬ 
ing, holding its own in a 
summer full of super¬ 
heroes; where it goes 
from here (as evidenced 
by an intriguing mid¬ 
credits scene) will be 
most interesting. 

VERDICT; Doing 
exactly what it says on 
the tin. The Amazing 
Spider-Man just about 
lives up to his name. 
Winning performances 
from Andrew Garfield 
and Emma Stone help 
carry the film, while 
Marc Webb gives the 
film a pleasing visual 
sheen. Recommended.

BARRY and Vale 
Friends of the 
Earth had a posi¬ 
tive meeting with 
Conn Rob Curtis, a 
Vale cabinet mem¬ 
ber of the newly- 
elected Local 
Authority. 

Agreement was 
reached about many 
local environmental con¬ 
cerns, with quarterly 
meetings to review envi¬ 
ronmental matters 
arranged. 

Members noted the 
‘guerilla’ gardening of 
the Vale Council, in 
planting wildflowers on 
many roundabouts, thus 
promoting biodiversity, 
and agreed with with 
Coun Curtis that more 
areas need to be left to 
‘go wild’. 

Recycling initiatives 
are more positive, with 
incentives needed, to 
encourage people to 
recycle more and avoid 
the incinerators. 

Barry and Vale FoE 
are disappointed that the 
recently announced ‘All- 
Wales’ coastal path is 
barely in existence from 
Cardiff to Rhoose, while 
cycle paths are continu¬ 
ally ignored as a rela¬ 
tively cheap priority.

Karl Jenkins himself 
conducting the work. 

Karl Jenkins is the 
UK’s most popular con¬ 
temporary composer, 
and one of Wales’ most 
versatile and critically- 
acclaimed musicians. 

He is credited as being 
the most performed liv¬ 
ing composer in the 
world, his composition 
‘The Armed Man: A 
Mass Eor Peace’ alone 
has been performed 
nearly 1,000 times in 20 
different countries since 
the CD was released 
while his recorded out¬ 
put has resulted in sev¬ 
enteen gold and plat¬ 
inum disc awards. 

His latest work ‘The 
Bards of Wales ’ was pre¬ 
miered in Hungary in 
June 2011. The piece 
forges an unexpected 
link between Hungary 
and Wales. 

The Hungarian poet 
Janos Arany (1817-82) 
was asked to write a 
poem in praise of the 
Austrian Emperor Franz 
Joseph but, as the 
Austrian overlords had 
just suppressed the 1848 
Hungarian Revolution, 
the poet did the oppo¬ 
site. 

To satisfy the state 
censor, the poem was 
written in terms of 
Welsh history, rather 
than Hungarian, telling 
how Edward I of 
England executed Welsh 
bards for failing to sing 
his praises at a banquet 
in Montgomery Castle in 
1277. 

When Hungary 
emerged from World 
War I as an independent 
state. The Bards of 
Wales found its place in 
the national education 
system and is learnt by 
heart by all children at 
the age of 13 or 14.

The Black Horse pub - and 
how it became ‘The Duke’ 


A Mr Emrys 
Jones who, 
back in the 
1920s, wrote a 
series of articles for 
a local paper on the 
old inns of south 
Wales, had this to 
say about the Duke 
Of Wellington Inn 
in Cowbridge. 

“I arrived in 

Cowbridge, and in a few 
seconds I was standing 
before the famous Duke 
of Wellington Inn, with 
its olde world charm and 
its small-paned bay win¬ 
dows. 

“On your left inside is 
the smoke room, a nar¬ 
row, low room: the kind 
of room in which our 
ancestors were wont to 
talk o’ nights, and at one 
end stood a very ancient 
Welsh blanket chest, a 
very gem to warm the 
heart of any antiquary. 

“More stylish and 
more costly dining 
rooms you may find in 
plenty, but I doubt 
whether you will find 
one anywhere more 
charming than the one in 
the ‘Duke’. 

“As you sit near the 
open fireplace with its 
huge oaken beam above, 
you may well imagine 
yourself back a century 
or so. Above the fire-

place, you will see a 
portrait of the Iron 
Duke, supported on 
either side by a pair of 
old-fashioned crossed 
swords. The old military 
air is maintained by 
crossed halberds at the 
other end of the room. 

“This inn is so called, 

I was told, because the 
Duke of Wellington 
stopped here after the 
Battle of Waterloo, while 
on his way to visit the 
mother of the famous 
Welsh soldier. General 
Picton, who was killed 
in the engagement that 
broke forever the power 
of Napoleon. 

“Before then, going 
back into the dim past, 
the old inn was known 
as the ‘Black Horse’, 
and a faded photograph 
remains to posterity, 
together with that of the 
peculiar looking town 
hall that existed in 
Cowbridge hundreds of 
years ago, when high¬ 
waymen rode at nights 
and held up the mail 
coaches on the 
Cowbridge Road. 

“There is a legend 
that once a highwayman 
came to the outskirts of 
the town. He bribed a 
boy to take his horse 
through the toll-gate to 
the end of Cowbridge - 
he would be known had 
he come on horseback. 

“Then he sauntered 
through the town like 
any other pedestrian 


until he came to the 
‘Duke’, or the Black 
Horse as it was known 
then. 

“As he glanced 
through the window, he 
saw men sitting there 
with their gold, trav¬ 
ellers who had come 
from one of the big 
towns. He was a daring 
fellow this highway- 
man,with his brace of 
pistols hidden under his 
long coat, and his ironi¬ 
cal smile of devil-may- 
care. 

“Without a second 
thought, he drew his pis¬ 
tol and killed one of the 
merchants, snatched up 
his bag of gold, and 
made off up the road to 
where his fretting mount 
stood ready for the long 
ride to freedom. 

“He was never 
caught. And no wonder, 
for in those times it was 
a matter of days before a 
policeman could be 
sworn in! By the time 
the pursuer set out, the 
highway-man was hun¬ 
dreds of miles away. 

“But the landlord of 
the ‘Black Horse’ had to 
suffer the highway 
man’s deed. His licence 
was taken from him for 
a time, and when it was 
restored, he was com¬ 
manded to wall up the 
window through which 
the highway-man shot, 
thus it remains to this 
day.”
